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REMARKS 

With this amendment, Claims 2-14 and 22-23 are pending in the present application. 
Claim 22 has been amended and Claims 15-21 have been canceled. No new claim is added. In 
view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks, the Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration and allowance of the above-referenced application. 
Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 15-17 and Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Pat. No. 6,178,772 to Incorvia. Claims 18-21 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
as being anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 4,895,808 to Romer. After reviewing these references, the 
Applicants respectfully disagree that the references anticipate the above-referenced claims. 
However, in the interest of expediting the prosecution of this application, the Applicants have 
canceled Claims 15-21. The Applicants reserve the right to pursue these canceled claims in a 
continuation application. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicants acknowledge that the Examiner indicated that Claims 2-14 and 23 are 
allowed. The Examiner also indicates that Claim 22 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The Applicants have amended Claim 22 to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 22 as 
amended is allowable.
